A Statute Which the Demo-
oratic Congress Labored for
Six Months to Enact Into

THE PARTY IS RUNNING

There is war betwesn the exeeus

The Department of Justioe has
usked the United States Supremu
Court to dedlsre null and void »
statite upon which the Demooraiie
Congress Inbored for more than six
months to ensct into law.

This amuzing specticle has s
origln in the eluure of the tardll et
proposing to gve s five per cent
diseount onoall duties imposed on
metchandise mporied in vessels
admitbed to Amerienn registry

Its history 15 well knowo. The
Court of Customs Appesls reoenily
upheld the lnw in w divided opinion.

Lnine brisl naking tne Supreme
Court 1o review the oase, the De.
partment  of  Justice  weverely
eriticiwes Congrass for Dblundering

“The Congressionsl
[avuring Ameriean bottoms is  ob.
structed by treaty proviaions to he
vontrary,” declares the argument
for & raview, “and Congrass was
fully adviesd of the purport and
exiatonce of 1hege treaties. I no
precige or intelligible meaning  can
be given to  the law in  question,
enngigtent with the manilest inten.
tion of Congress, it must be held o
be void and of no effect

“If the initinl elause and the
provisn of the section are frreconeil *
able' und the government s sons
tends, "the stutute is void. Better
that the words used should ba  de.
elared inndequate for the purpess
intenided than that ionterprétaion
ahould usuep the funetion of logis-
Iation.™

The Departmant atill further em
plinsiges ite beliel that the aot of
Congress was  sbgurd by quoting
with approval the Banate commit
tee teport which rejected the offend
ing section.

“Your Committee steuck oul the
provision,'’ says the report s quot
ed by the government briel, “h
was o contravention of some nine.
teen or twenty tresiios of  the
United Bistes. In our opinion it
sould have led no good result, w
avery other conntry could have
otalistad sod sl the sountries io
the and would have besn just about
where they started. We were not
only lnviting an endlesa retalintion,
but o retalintion whers our oppon
ents would have had in nearly
svery case the belter of 1k and in
many uaeesindefinately the better,"

Futrthermore, the Depariment of
Juatice contends that Congress en.
acted a luw elther “impossible of
performance or thut mist be poss
puned until treaty rélations can be
modified 50 &8 to parmit of it," and
urges the court to declare the sia.
tute inaperative,
